and shows that the gases are formed very 
slowly. In leaden coffins the entire decom- 
positiop of the flesh required from fifty to one 
hundred years, but in wood, only two to five 
years, Mr. Lewis, beside his own investiga- 
tions, made diligent enquiries of all the clergy, 
churchwardens, sextons and undertakers in 
‘every parish, and could not ascertain - that a 
coffin had ever been known to burst suddenly 
from the pressure of the confined air. When 
one becomes bulged, or, as the sextons say, 
“blown,” it is customary to make a small ap- 
erture in it, to which a torch is applied as an 
antidote to the noxious effects of the escpaing 
gases. Several persons, whom Mr. Lewis 
consulted, had heard of cases in which the 
gases caught fire, but after searching inquiry, 
he could not find one who had ever seen them 
burn. 

Mr. Lewis’ experiments were confined to 
vaults and catacombs, where the process of 
decomposition goes on under very different 
circumstances from those that attend open 
exposures on intermentsin the ground, and it 
is only concerning them that we can draw our 
inferences—which are, that the’ deleterious 
emanations that haunt these depositories may 
continue fora hundred years after they are 
closed ; they are not rendered noxious by 
poisonous gases generated during the process 
of decomposition, but by the animal matter 
itself, with which, if ventilaton is not allowed, 
the air finally becomes saturated ; that nitro- 
gen and carbonic acid holding animal matter 
iy suspension, steadily, but quietly, make 
their way through the pores of lead coffins 
and, by some means, to the open air, so that, 
at the end of fifty or a hundred years, nothing 
remains bat a few dry bones, though the ccf- 
fins are still sound and unruptured. What 
their effects upon the living éonstitution is, 
Mr. Lewis sufficiently experenced in his own 
person. First, upon exposure, camo nausea 
and vomiting, then diarrhea, and the next day 
thrdbbing pain in the upper part of the head; 
great prostration, utter loss of appetite, and 
an unpleasant earthy taste inthe mouth. Af. 
ter continuing his investigations for a long 
time, he was attacked by a series of biles, fol- 
lowed by erysipelas. :

We all know that the present postage law |, 


will be revised by Congress, so faras the postage 
on pamphlets and reviews on the one hand, 
and single newspapers on the other, is concern- 
ed. The existing postage on these things 1s 
disproportionately high. Batit is asked, whether 
the following amendments of the postage law 
ought not at once to be added, and whether 
they would not contribute to an essential im- 
prorement of the whole postage system. and to 
the convenience of the public, for which alone, 
in our country, the post office has its existence. 

First then, why ought the Postmaster of the 
United States not to be authorized to canse 
stamped envefopes of different sizes and quality 
to be made? [It is done in England ; it saves 
all the inconvenience of fixing the stamps, and 
prevents the risk of stumps detaching themselves 
after the mailing of the letter. In England, 
stamps as well as stamped envelopes.can be had 
atall the assigned places, 

Secondly, what valid objection is there to the 
speedy introduction of exclusive pré-payment 
of letters? None whatever : while the advan- 
tages would be manifold and great. If a per- 
sén writes a Jetter, the answer to which is wholly 
for his own benefit, let him include a stamp or 
a stamped envelope. I have seen this done-in- 
numerable times in England, where, indeed, 
it has become a matter of course in all classes, 
the highest as well as the lowest. 

Lastly, why not add to this exclusive pre-pay- 
ment of letters, this feature, thata large dit 
count be given, if stamps or envelopes are bought | 
at Washington, and some other central places, 
by the thousand? If this were done,the whole 
would soon resolve itself into a simple stationary 
business at Washington : the general post-office 
would be in possession of the money paid. for 


“postage, much earlier than now, and conse-|- 


quently save in interest what it loses in dis- 
count ; the trouble of remitting money from the 
many post-offices to Washington would be grent- 
ly diminished, together with the inconvenience 
of keeping accounts and verifying them at the

“| have just seen the new gold dollar piece 
sent down from the Philadelphia Mint to the 
Hon. George J. Houston, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Mears. The coin consists 
of a flat ring, on which there is a superscription, 
but no head, as the place for putting a head is 
cut out. The only objection to this kind of coin 
is the detrition, to which it seems to me it must 
be very liable. On the other hand the coin may 
be carried on a string, a most convenient and 
safe way of carrying money. Half-dollar = 
pieces, not yet called for byany law, have 
sent down, and look. very pretty. These half- 
dollar gold pieces would be more convenient still 
than the dollar pieces, and may be carried in tho 
same way. Quarter-dollar pieces might be 
struck in California, for the accommodation of 
bar-keepers, 25 cents bsing the usual price of a

VAULT INTERMENTS—CURIOUS 


FACTS. 


‘During the years 1849 and 1850, Mr. Wal- 
ler Lewis had been employed, under the di- 
rection of thé General Board of Health, in 
London, in making chemical examinations of 
the gases resulting from the decomposition of 
bodies in the vaults and catacombs. 
ticle written by him, in the London Chemist, 
of last month, gives some account of his re- 
searches, which are the more interesting, as 
the results are contrary to opinions generally 
entertained even by chemists. 
He visited the vaults of the principal chur- 
ches of London, noted the external appear- 
ance of more than 32,000 coffins and the con-

The rafes of letter postage are already suff- 
ciently low—too low, we had almost said. Com- 
petent and efficient Post Masters are quite as 
essential to the postal system, as cheap rates ; 
and the policy is very questionable which re- 
duces the rates below adegree sufficient to afford 
them a remunerating compensation—a compen- 
sation proportioned to the Inbor imposed. In- 
competent, inefficient and irresponsible post- 
masters cripple the intercourse of the country 
infinitely more than high rates. 

The system of newspaper postages needs re- 
vising greatly. As it now stands it provokes the 
thought that it was conceived ,in ignorance and 
ahapen in stupidity. We are glad to find that 
it is already claiming the attention of Congress, 

The regulation, however, which above all 
others we desire to see established is one which 
would require pre-payment of letters in all cases, 
It would effectually stop the exercise of that pet- 
ty meanness which prompts the wrjter of a let- 
ter to save himself the mighty sum of 3 whole 
cents, by taxing the receiver with 5'—an offence 
which should, in justice, subject the offender to 
imprisonment, for it betrays a heart most des- 
perately bent on meanness. 


Mr. Eprror :—The British Postmaster Gene. 
ral has lately issued an order that, hemceforth, 
no letters can be pre-paid at the office; that is 
to say, all letters must be pre-paid by stamps,

Important European News. 
ARRIVAL OF THE STEAMER Evropa. 
Baurmone. Feb 7, 1852. 

The steamer Europa, which sailed from Liver- 
poolon the 24th ultimo, arrived at Halifax this 
morning, 

Her accounts represent the cotton market as 
buoyant, with sales of the preceding week of 
44,000 bales. Prices had turned a point iv fa- 
vor of buvers, altho’ the operations established 
an advance of one-sixteenth on the middling 
qualities. Speculators took 2,300 bales, and 
exporters 3,400. 

On the 23d—the day . previous to the sailing 
of the Europa—the sales were 8,000 bales, and 
1,500 for export. 

Flour had advanced 1s. Corn steady, at un- 
changed rates. Wheat advanced 6d. OfCaro- 
lina Rice the sales were made at 15s 6d. for 
ordinary, and 18s 6d. for fair. 

The business of Manchester is characterized 
as good, at previous rates. 

Money is depressed. | 

France.—Louis Napoleon has issued a de- 
cree prohibiting the Orleans family from hol 
ing property in France, and compelling the sale 
of all now owned by them ; cancels the dota- 
tion made to his children, and appropriates it 
to other objects. | 

All the officers of government wear dresses of 
distinction. Those of the Council of State, and 
Senate, and Legislative bodies, are rich, and 
resemble those worn under the Empire. 

Three attempts, it is said, were made to kill 
Louis Napoleon. An officer snapped a pistol in 
his face, and the wife of the Prefect attempted 
to poignard him. 

Representatives whose names are not embra- 
ced in the decrees of banishment are authorized 
to return home. 

The Lundon papers express great trepidation 
at the prospect of a French invasion, which is 
much feared, and call on the Government to re- 
call the vessels of war.

By the despatch above, it will be seen that 
Louis Napoleon is still carrying on matters with 
a high band. The insignia and outward adorn- 
ments of the Empire are restored, yet the peo- 
ple seem not to endure, very patiently, the im- 
perial sway assumed. ‘ 

It will also be observed that Great Britain is 
becoming seriously algfped, and that her pub-. 
lic press is demanding the recall of her naval 
forces.

PRACTICAL HINTS. 
THE YOUNG FARMER’S CHOICE. 


I take it*for granted that you are a farmer 
out of choice, and that you prefer this profes- 
sion, for good reasons, I amsorry for a man 
who is tied down to a business in which he 
finds’ no particular satisfaction. He must 


about improvement, and succegs. These are 
out of the question. If yon are a farmer 
merely because that is the only business you 
know of in which you can get a living, you 
will lack that zeal necessary to the highest 
success. Noman ever attained eminence in 
his profession who did not love it with a lit- 
tle spice of enthusiasm. Ifyou do not like 
farming, therefore, do something else. Some 
have supposed that those young men who are 
not sharp enough for the learned professions, 
as they are called, or for merchants, may do 
well enough for farmers. Now I hope it is 
too late in the day for such doctrines. It be- 
gins to be understood that our business_calls 
for all those good and sound qualities ef mind, 
which are necessary to success in any other 
calling, and indeed a greater diversity of tal- 
ents is called into action, and a greater scope 
is given for the exercise of them, than any 
where else in common ‘life. So we might 
with great propriety say of a boy who has not 
intellect and force enough for farming, let him 
learn a trade or study law. 

If you have a proper taste for your calling, 
and are willing to qualify yourself for it, your 
first aim should be to arrive at the. highest 
place in your profession. The celebrated Dr. 
Dwight, in his farewell address to the young 
men of a class about to graduate, says, “what- 
ever shall be your profession, let it be your 
first aim to gain the very summit of it.” To 
make this aim effective, it is necessary of 
course to have a just estimate ofthe excellence 
of the profession. 

The superiority of the farmer’s vocation 
has been'so often the theme of agricultural 
addresses, and essay3, that it has become 
trite. I have nota word to say now about 
the antiquity of our business, or its poetic 
pleasures. As a plain matter-of-fact business, 
it is worthy of the highest efforts of a good 
mind. What is worth doing at all, is.gener- 
ally worth doing in the best way. A great 
majority of young farmers must have regard 
to the profit of their business as a sure means 
of independent support. Very few in this 
counfry are in circumstances to engage in ag- 
ricultural pursuits, merely as amateurs ; the 
profits must be looked to by most, and I might 
incidentally add, that it gives zest to all pleas- 
ures of labor, to feel that it contributes to the 
livelihood of ourselves and our families. 

The profits and the pleasures, and every- 
thing that moved you to choose this as your 
profession, should incite you to gain all that 
knowledge and skill which are necessary, and 
put forth all those efforts which will give you 
the highest success. Remember that the art 
of farming is rapidly improving, and it requires 
no small degree of study and earnestness to 
make the advances whlch you are called 
to do.

BUY NO MORE BLANKETS. 


Mr. Editor:—My motive in this commu- 
nication, is to draw the attention of planters 
to an economical substitute for the negro 
blanket, viz: the “cotton comfort.” These 
articles, each of them worth halfa dozen of 
the ordinary wegro blanket, can be furnisehd 
at acost of frot#25 to 30 cents. Each being 
six fee. long, and four, feet wide, even when 
the material is all purchased, they would of 
course be cheaper when thé refuse cotton of 
the plantation was carded into batts at home. 
Batts of fine cotton carded by machines can 
be had at from 25 to 80 cents per dozem— 
Six of these are sufficient for a comfort of the 
above dimensions. ‘The material for the en- 


velope being of the thinnest and lightest cot- 


have a “hard row to hoe,” to say nothin {ery nook and corner, 


ton, canbe had at three cents per yard—it 
will require 54 yards to the comfort. The 
mantifacture of these articles is so simple 
that any of the plantatiod women, on rainy 
days, invalids, or others,not engaged in out- 
door employments, would seem an ample sup- 
| ply; nothing being required but a light rec- 


e required comfort. The adoption of this 
article throughout the South, for the use of the 
negroes alone, wolld result in a saving of 75 
cents to the planters, and would consume 
from 60 to 70,000 bales of cotton. 

By adopting such measures as this, and 
turning their attention to the spinning and 
weaving of their crops, instead of shipping 
the raw material, our planters would effect 
much more than ever can result from “ Ma- 
con Cotton Conventions,”—Sou. Cult. 


GATHER UP THE MANUBB- 


If you have not done it befors lose no time 
now, in carefully raking yp all the vegetable 


carefully up, thatit may not be scattered, to 
be washed by the rains and dried by the sun. 
We haef a great deal of impoverished trash to 
the‘field, costing just as much labor, for the 
want of alittle timely pains-taking. There- 
fore, whenever you put yourself to the trou- 
ble to make and scrape up your manure, se- 
cure the full profits of your labor, by putting 
up in pens and covering over the tops with 
straw or leaves. This operation ought to be 
made a part of the business of every planta- 
tion, at least twice a year. No time is to be 
lost now, in putting up all that which is to 
be used for the next crop. Forget, not al- 
so to use the showery, damp days now occur- 
ring, when you want to keep near home to re- 
plenish your supplies of straw, stalks, and all 
these things at command, to make new 
supplies of manure. This should constitute 
a prominent object im the plantation regula- 
tions, and all good managers, who want to be 
generous to the soil, and reap a good harvest, 
should look well to it, and properly improve 
all these convenient little opportunities; and 
if they do not come pretty frequently, lay 
aside every thing else, and fill up the horse 
lot, the hog and cow pens, the stables, and ev-
